PERKINS’S FEEBLE ATTEMPT. 

Representative Perkins, of Kansas, made 
@ futile attempt to create asensation in the 
house yesterday. He was granted permission 
to make a speech of thirty minutes on thé In- 
dian appropriation bill, but instead of speak- 
ing on the bill under consideration, he made a 
tariff speech, advocating protection. Mr. 
Perkins had read copious extracts from the 
constitution of the confederacy, which, ina 
measure,as he said, was framed upon a free 
trade docirine. Perkins grew very eloquent 
insupport of his argument, and took it for 
granted that it was impossible for the majori- 
ty of the gentlemen composing the ways and 
means committee, who had marched under 
the banner of the confederacy, to change their 
opinions from what they were twenty-five years 
ago. There Was little, if anything, in 
the speech other than the waving of the bloody 
shirt. However, young Mr. Allen, of Mississ- 
ippi, replied to Perkins and in his humorous 
Way made so much fun of Perkins’s absurdity 
that the man from Kansas was compelled to 
regret that he had fired the bomb. In other 
words Perkins was like the boy fooling with 
the gun—he didn’t know it was loaded.

MR. MILLS ON HAND. 

Mr. Mills reached the city today and his 
friends say he is fully prepared to make that 
opening set speech. which has been written so 
much about, on the tariff bill, which comes up 
for discussion on Tuesday. It is now the plan 
of the democratic members of the ways and 
means committee, after two or three days dis- 
cussion of the bil!, to cail a democratic caucus, 
at which the bill will be fully discussed by 
both factions of the party in order to attempt 
toreach an agreement. They are now some- 
what frightened at the vigorous opposition they 
expect from Mr. Randall, and many other 
members ofthe party, and express a willing- 
ness to compromise with that faction in order 
to get the bill through the house at the earli- 
est practical moment. It is the same old Story, 
without the assistance of Rondall and the 
many other democrats who entertain similar 
views with him, they cannot enact no legisla- 
tion, and for that reason they will now call 
upon him and ask his assistance in getting 
through their pet measure. Mr. Randall, 
will, of course, lend his assistance, but he will 
see to it that the bill is sufficientiy 
modified and changed to meet the demands 
of the democratic party throughout the coun- 
try. 

MR. BLANCHARD’S SCHEME. 

It now seems that it will hardly be’ possible 
for Mr. Blanchard to have his river and harbor 
bill called up tomorrow under suspension of 
the rules, on account of the opposition which 
has developed to such a summary method of 
disposing of a bill involving such a large 
amount. However, it is the intention of Mr. 
Blanchard tonight to make the attempt. 

Congressman Cox, of New York, says that his 
yeek of anticipated respite’ by travel south 
had been spoiled by the deadlock;: that 
being chairman of the caucus he could not 
leave while there was a possibility that the 
caucus might be called, as there is no provis- 
ion under the careus rules for ealling it, ex- 
copt through the chairman. Howevér, he says 
if he gets an opportunity during the first two 
weeks discussion onthe tariff bill, he will 
make the trip but he thinks it very doubtful, 
as his cencus bill, the river and harber bili, 
and measures local to New York, will now 
come in rapid succession, which will occupy 
his entire time. 

Judge Groesbeck, of Cincinnati, is here, and 
his presence has given rise tothe rumer that 
he will probably be: called to the supreme 
bench as chief justice. However, there seems 
to be no material foundation for such a rumor. 

JUDGE STEWART’S WORK. 

Judge Stewart, of Georgia, tonight finished 
the favorable report of the judiciary commit- 
tee on the bill for the erection of two United 
States prisons, one north and one south of lati- 
tude 39. The report will be presented to the 
house tomorrow. The bill provides that 
each shall cost $500,000, and © $100,000 
extra shall be expended = on work 
shops, to be employed exclusively in manufac- 
turing supplies for the government. The re- 
port says that ao convicted of crime in 
Georgia and other southern states are carried 
to New York for imprisonment, where they 
often become sick and in many instances die, 
because of the severe climate. Attached to 
the report is a strong letter from Attorney 
General Garland, recommending the passage 
of the bill. Should the bill pass, which is 
highly probable, Atlanta will, no doubt, be 


selected as the site for the prison south.

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THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


The Mills Bill to st Taken Up On Tues- 
day. 

WaAsHiInGTon, April 15.—The tariff and ap- 
propriation bills are to be the business for the 
house during the week, if the declarations of 
the majority managers are made good. To- 
morrow, however, motions to suspend the 
rules will bein order underthe call of com- 
mittees. In this event Mr. Crisp, in behalf of 
the commerce committee, will ask the house 
to pass, under a suspension of the rules, the 
bill to extend the time for a completion of the 
bridge across Staten Island sound, and Chair- 
man Blanchard, of the river and harborfcom- 
mittee, will seek to put the river and harbor 
appropriation bill through in the same way. 

But, in the rush, for precedence, a clash is 
possible among the different committees hav- 
ing appropriation bills in charge, and it is the 
intention of at least one committee to endea- 
vor to displace the regular ‘‘committee sus- 
pension day’’ with an appropriation bill, to be 
pushed to its passage in asingle day. 

Nowhere is there any expressed intention to 
prevent the carrying out of Mr. Mills’s an- 
nouncement that he will ask the house to en- 
ter upon the consideration of,the tariff bill on 
Tuesday. Mr. Millsis said to have ane apa 
in health, but some doubt is felt as to whether 
he has sufficiently recovered to undertake the 
work he had reserved to himself of open- 
ing the debate on the tariff bill, and-as to 
whether the committee on ways and means 
will assume the responsibility of entering upon 
the subject in his absence, but the weight of 
opinion inclines to the belief, that the 
tariff bill will be taken up at 
the time announced.

A MIND DISEASED BY SPECULATION: 


The Suicide of 2 Prominet Business Man of 
Montgomery Last Night — The 
Detuils of the Tragedy. 


Montcomery Ala., April 15.—[Special.]— 
The people of Montgomery were® horror 
stricken at 7 o’clock to-night by the announce- 
ment that Samuel Wolff had committed sui- 
cide by hanging himself. 

The news spread rapidly, and in a few mo- 
ments the street in front of the Wolff store on 
Commerce street was crowded with excited 
people. The dead man was a brother of B. 
Wolff, and a member of the firm of B. Wolff 
& Bro., furniture dealers. 

Sam Wolff teft his home and family about 
noon today, saying that he had to go down 
town to do some writing. He never returned, 
and late in the afternoon his family became 
uncasy and a search was instituted. At §7 
o’clock he was found dead, hanging in the ele- 
vator shaft in the rear of the store. He 
had gone up on the second floor, placed a win- 
dow cord around his neck, tied the other end 
to the elevator wheel, and dropped in the 
opening. Hedid not have much fall, and 
died from strangulation. He was found by 
Mr. Rosefeld, the firm’s bookkéeper, and 
Maurice Wolff, a little son of the deceased. 

When found his body was cold and he had 
been dead several hours. He had on his spec- 
tacles and watch, and was not in the least dis- 
figured, 

The cause of the shocking suicide is not defi- 
nitely known, though it is attributed to men- 
tal derangement caused from financial troubles. 
The firm’s business here is in good shape, but 
Mr. Wolf and his brother had invested largely 
in Sheftield and other north Alabama enter- 
prises and sustained considerable loss. His 
brother went te Sheflield thismorning. The 
dead man was about forty-five years of age, 
and came to Montgomery over twenty years 
ago. He had a high standing in business and 
social circles,and his untimely death is a sad 
surprise to all. 

The body was cut down, a coroner’s inquest 
was held and the jury returned a verdiet in 
accordance with the facts. On examination a 
razor was found in his pocket, showing that 
the determination to commit suicide was fixed 
in his mind. 
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THE BALD KNOBBERS IN STRIPES. 


Three Men Who Feel That They Can Serve 
the Lord. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Aprii 15.--[Special. ] 
The sheriff of Christian county ar-ived here 
yesterday with C,.O, Simmons, Wm. Stanly 
and Ainos Jones, the three Bald Knob boys 
who pleaded guilty to complicity in the mur- 
der of Greene and Edens in the circuit court 
of Christian “county. Immediately upon the 
arrival of the train the prisoners were taken 
tothe penitentiary. Dr. Carlett presided at 
their ‘‘dressing in,’’ and the first to receive his 
attention was ‘‘Parson’’ Simmons, wlio started 
out by giving his profession as being that ofa 
farmer instead of a minister of the gospel. He 
is $1 years old, a native of Missouri, and has a 
wife and three children at Sparta, Mo. He is 
under sentence of twelve years. Wm. 
Stanly was the next of the trio to re- 
ceive the doctor’s attention. He says he is 
41 years of age and was born at Knob Knoster, 
He has a wife and six children at Rogersville, 
Mo., and has been trying to serve the Lord for 
the past twenty years. This is his first troub- 
le, and he hepes it will be his last. Since he 
has twenty-one years to serve it is entirely pos- 
sible that he will keep out of trouble for some 
time tocome. Amos Jones was the last and 
the youngest of the Knobbers to arrive at his 
pie garb. He is 22 years old and is a fine 
ooking young fellow. Hesays that he was 
born in Missouri, and his occupation is that of 
a farmer, and he has a wife at Chadwick, Mo. 
He also hasa sentence of twenty-one years. 
Stanly seemed to be the most affected of any. 
and the tears came to his eyes when he saw 
the stripes which were to adorn his person 
during his sojourn at the prison. They all are 
members of the Baptist church, and say they 
will bear their misfortunes with Christian for- 
titude. . They say that their late comrades who 
were sentenced to be hanged will try to have 
their cases appealed, but they have very little 
hope forthem. They willbe assigned to work 
Monday. 

Incendiaries Captured, 

RaveicH, N. C., April 15.—[Special.]—In 
Cabarrus-county some time ago, the barn be- 
longing to Dr. Kufus T. Shimock was set on 
fire and burned with much valuable forage 
and corn, together with reapers, mowers and 
other farm machinery. The loss was heavy. 
Friday, Henry Glover, a white man fifty years 
old, and his son, aged twenty-one, were talk- 
ing with a man whom they thought a biiter 
evemy of Dr. Shimock, and among other 
things they said: “We gave it to his old 
parn.”’ This led to their being suspected of 
having burned the barn. They are now in 
jail at Concord. 

Found Guilty of Malpractice. 

Easton, Pa., April 15.—The jury in the 
case of Dr. Henry M. Cox, charged with per- 
forming a criminal operation that caused the 
death of Jennie Osborne, after being out all 
night, came in at 9 o’clock,this morning with a 
verdict of guilty. Cox was: at his nome at 
Port Murray, N. J., at the time. Application 
will be made for a new trial. 

Supposed to Have Been Murdered 

CHATTANOOGA, TENN., April 15.—[Special. ]-- 
Several davs ago Mary White left Georgetown, 
Tenn., for Washinton territory, where she 
was to be married, and her lover had sent her 
$100 to go west and on her arrival in the terri- 
tory they were to have been married forthwith. 
The young lady has never been seen or heard 
from since she left Georgetown. She is sup- 
posed to have been murdered. 


Guilty of Voluntary Manslanghter.

THE DYING EX-SENATOR. 
The Various Staces of Conkling’s Ifiness 
Yesterday. 

New York, April 15.—Last night wasa bad 
one for ex-Senator Conkling. He slept but 
little, and was much affected by a racking 
cough that disturbed him every few minctes. 
He 1s much prostrated by it, and this morning 
was weak and nervous. It has been found 
necessary to engage an assistant nurse for 
him. Mrs.Conkimg, who has been almost 
constantly ather husband’s bedside, retired 
this morning to secute much needed rest. 
Mrs. Oakman, the senator’s daughter, remain- 
ed in her father’s room all night and is still 
with him. 

Dr. Barker said this morning that there 


were no symptoms for the worse in his pa- | 


tient’s condition, except a little bronchitis de- 
veloped during the night. Mr. Conkling’s 
pulse was 0 and his temperature 984. There 
still remains some twitching of the muscles. 
There are no signs of improvement. The pa- 
tient has taken considerable nourishment, 
about 26 ounces of koumiss and milk. 

At 9 p. m. the opinions of the friends of 
Conkling and the physicians continue to differ. 
Dr. Barker calied at 8:15 p.m. He said Conk- 
ling had Jost nothing, and that there was no 
change in his pulse or temperature since his 
last visit. He declared that the ramor that 
Conkling was in astupor and unable to recog- 
nize anybody was false. He had grasped tie 
doctor’s hand with a firmer grip than he cared 
to have. Dr. Barker will not call again until 
tomorrow morning at 9:20. The senator took 
his noutishment well tonight. Notwithstand- 
ing this hopeful view, the following telegram 
was sent today: 

To Hon, J P. Jones, Utica, N. Y.: Much weaker 
Chances diminishing. Very iittle hopes. 

S.L. M. BARLOw. 

One of the attendants came out and said: 
“Conkling is no better. He seems to be in 
astateofcoma. He is taking all the nourish- 
ment that we give him. He does not recoz- 
nize anyone. He talks incoherently in his 
sleep in a disjointed sort of way.” 

As the,day wore on Conkling’s nervousness 
and twitching of the musc’es became more 
pronounced, <A state of partial coma was the 
next development, and then he lost power to 
resist the doctors’ efforts to feed him and dréss 
his wounds. Shortiy after 1:30this afternoon, 
he sank into sleep, which was more a state of 
stupor than sleep. Not for a single moment 
was he rational this afternoon and his mind 
seemed filled with recollections of great 
lawsuits and the _ political campaigns 
in which he has been the leading figure. 
Even the physicians, whose whole attitude 
was most guarded and circumspect, admitted 
this afternoon that Conkling was in a state of 
coma. From 3 o’clock to 3 inany callers left 
their cards, butno word came from the sick 
room other than that Conkling was still sleep- 
ing, and was still unconscious. Among 
the eallers were August Belmont, 
Clarence A. Seward, and Mayor Hewitt. 
About 8 o’elock today Dr. Barker entered the 
house, and a few minutes later two burly por- 
ters from the Hoffman house ran up the 
steps, aud were ushered into the Conkling 
residence, This incident caused some excite- 
ment among the watchers, who inferred that 
Mr. Conkling had become uncéTftrollabie, and 
that men had been summoned to hold him, 
Dr. Barker remained half an hour, and he 
wore a pleasant smile when he emerged. 

*‘T am happy to inform you,” said he to the 
reporters, “that Conklingis no worse, but a 
shade better than at this time last night. He 
has not been in a state of coma or even stupor 
as wasreported. Early this evening he ex- 
presseda desire for a mint julep, and he 
seemed to enjoy the drink immensely.” 

In reply to the question,as to the presence of 
the porters, Dr. Barker said: “I merely called 
them in to hold Conkling down should he be- 
come violent daring the night, althouoh there 
are no positive indications now that he will 
become excited.’ 

The patient’s temperature was at this time 
99 1-5, and. his puise had fallen to 90. 

Ati0'30 there was no change in Conkling’s 
condition, according to reports which reached 
the street. An hour before this, Edward 
Stokes, proprietor of the Hoffman house, said: 
“Conkling is failing rapidly. There is no 
chance for his recovery. I think the end is 
not far distant.’’ 

Judge Cox left Mr. Conkling’s house at 
11:30. He said Conkling was not sleeping, 
but was coughing badly.

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT, 


A Farmer Receives a Load of Shot From His 
Son's Gun. 

RALEIGH, N. C.; April 15.—[Special.]|—On 
Thursday, while Hiram Cowan was plowing 
on his farm in Rowan county, he heard the re- 
port of a gun, and at the same time felt a 
stinging sensation of shot entering his body. 
Medical attendance was summoned, and over 
twenty No. 6 shot were in his body, three of 
which had penetrated the lungs. Twelve shot 
struck the house.

there is no grander. Yet so great are the medi- 
jealousies that Dr. Mackenzie dare not - 
walk the streets of. Berlin. He is under mili- 
tury guard. The medical students of Ger- 
many can hardly keep their hands off of him. 
The old doctors of Germany are writhing with 
indignation. The fact is that in saving lred- 
erick’s life Dr. Mackenzie saved the peace of 
Europe. There was not an intelligent man on 
either side the ocean that did not fear for the 
result if the throne passed from wise and good 
old Emperor William to his inexperienced 
grandsor. But when, under the medical 
treatment of Dr. Mackenzie, the 
Crown Prince Frederick took the 
throne, a wave of satisfaction and confidence 
rolled over Christendom, what shall the world 
do with the doctor who saved his life? “Oh,” 
cried ont the medical jealousies of Europe, 
“destroy him; of course, destroy him.” 

W hat a brutal scene of jealousy we had in 
this country. when President Garfield lay dy- 
ing. There were faithful physicians that sac- 
rificed their other practice and sacrificed their 
health for all time in fidelity to that deathbed. 
Doctors Bliss and Tlamilton and Agnew went 
through anxieties and toils and fatigues such 
asnone but God could appreciate. Nothing 
pleased many of the meclical profession. The 
doctors in charge did nothing right. We who did 
not sce the case knew better than those who 
agonized over it in the sick room for many 
weeks. IL, who never had anything worse than 
arunroundon my thumb, which seemed to me 
at the time was worthy all the attention of the 
entire medical fraternity, had my own ideas as 
to how the president ought to be treated. And 
in proportion as physicians and laymen were 
ignorant of the casethey were sure the 
treatment practiced was a mistake. And 
when in post-mortem the bullet dropped out 
of a different part of the body from that which 


fundred thousand people shouted: ‘I told 
you so.’’ “There, I knew it all the time.’’ 
There are some doctors in all cities who would 
rather have the patient die under the treat- 
ment of their own schools than have them get 
well under some other pathy. 

Yea; look at the clerical profession. I am 
sorry to say that in matters of jealousy it is no 
better than other professions. There are now 
in all denominations a = great many 
young clergymen who have a fac- 
ulty for superior usefulness. But 
they are kept down and kept back and crippled 
by older ministers who look askance at these 
rising evangelists. They are snubbed. They 
are jostled, They are patronizingly advised. 
It is suggested to them that they had better 
know their place. If here and there one with 
more nerve and brain and consecration and di- 
vine force go past the seniors who want to keep 
the chief places, the young are advised in the 
words of Scripture: ‘“Tarry at Jericho till their 
beards are grown.’ They are charged with 
sensationalism. They arecompared to rockets 
that go up in a blaze and come down sticks,and 
the brevity of their career is jubilantly 
yrophesied. If it be a denomination with 
Liirent, a bishop is implored to sit down 
heavily on the man who will not be moulded; 
or if a denomination without bishops, some of 
the older men with nothing more than their 
own natural heaviness and theological avoirdu- 
pois are advised to flatten out the innovator. 
In conferences and presbyteries and associa- 
tions and conventions, there is often seen the 
most damnable jealousy. Such ecclesiastical 
tyrants would not admit that Jealousy had any 
possession of them, and they take on a heavy- 
enly air, and talk sweet oil and sugar plums 
and balm of a thousand flowers, and roll up 
theireyes with an air of unctuous sanctity 
when they simply mean the destruction of 
those over whom they pray and snufilfe. There 
are cases where ministers of religion are dere- 
lict and criminal, and they must be put ont. 

But in the majority of cases that I have 
witnessed in ecclesiastical trials, there is a 
jealous attempt to keep men from surpassing 
their theological fellows. and as at the presi- 
dential elections in country places the people 
have a barbecue—which is a roasted ox round 
which the people dance with knives, cutting 
off aslice here, and pulling out a rib there.

An article in the current number of the 
Whicago Railway Age states that during the 
first three months of 1888 more miles of 
track were laid on a greater number of lines, 
and in a greater number of states and terri- 
tories, than were laid during the same 
period in 1857.

An Itinerant Candidate. 

John Sherman, who for many months has 
been engaged in making a most active can- 
Vass to secure the republican nomination 
for the presidency, and who, it must be said, 
has met with very fair success so far, is not 
looked on with favor by other republican 
leaders who are themselves engaged in a 
similar work, or rather, who have a similar 
object in view, but who are not resorting to 
similar methods to attain it; at least so they 
6ay.

The general disposition on the part of 
women who have no fathers or husbands to 
support them, to earn their own living in- 
stead of becoming objécts of charity will 
result finally in winning for them all the 
privileges and all the consideration desired 
by them. Before very long public opinion 
will force men out of many of the lighter 
employments in which they are now en- 
gaged, and their places will be filled by wo- 
men. This drift of things should be encour- 
aged, and the women who succeed in their 
chosen professions and occupations should 
be applauded. It is infinitely bettter for 
them to become honorably independent in 
this way than it would be for them to sit 
down in idleness to be supported by stran- 
gers, or perhaps by unwilling kinsmen, no 
better than strangers. 


Tue pigeon holes in the treasury depart- 
ment are very, very deep. Several months 
ago an agent of the department investigated 
certain abuses at Castle Garden in the city 
of New York. Thereport has been pigeon- 
holed, and the abuses continue, 
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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its review of the cotton movement for the 
week ending last Friday, says that the total 
receipts have reached 28,504 bales, against 
39,563 bales last week, 33,296 bales the pre- 
vious week and 38,380 bales three weeks 
since, making the total receipts since the Ist 
of September, 1887, 5,162,104 bales, against 
5,091,818 bales for the same period of 
1886-7, showing an increase since Septem- 
ber 1, 1887, of 70,286 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
72,177 bales, of which 52,550 were to Great 
Britain, 776 to France and 18,851 tothe rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 270,400 bales. 
For immediate delivery the total sales foot 
up 1,950 bales, including 450 for export, and 
1,480 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 35,000 bales. There has been a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight tonight of 36,- 
160 bales as compared with the same date 
of 1887, a decrease of 1,757 bales as com- 
pared with the corresponding date of 1886 
and an increase of 5,040 bales as compared 
with 1885, 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 17,050 bales and are to- 
night 125,914 bales more than at the same 
period last year. The receipts at the same 
towns have been 4,031 bales more than the 
same week last year, and since September 1 
the receipts at all the towns are 36,080 bales 
more than for the same time in 1886-7. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,373,039 bales; 
in 1886-7 were 5,162,804 bales; in 1885-6 
were 6,234,589 bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
28,504 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 14,733 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the in- 
terior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
$,453 bales and for 1886 they were 32,371 
bales. 

The increase in amount in sight tonigth, 
as compared with last year, 391,964 bales, 
the increase as compared with 1885-6 is 
407,629 bales and the increase over 1884-5 

is 1,079,555 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
was exceedingly dull during the first half 
of the week under review, and the fluctua- 
tions in prices were within the narrowest 
limits. ‘The bulls and the bears were alike 
disinclined to commit themselves. Prices 
were so much below the highest figures of 
the season that the bears were afraid to 
go home ‘‘short,’’ and the bulls, in view of 
the large stocks in our markets, the full fig- 
ures at Which the crop movement was main- 
tained, and the better planting weather at 
the south, were not willing to increase their 
accounts, although holding on with much 
firmness fora rise. In such a state of 
affairs speculation was very dull naturally. 

Thursday there was a decline of 4 to 5 
points and a dull closing, due mainly toa 
lower market at Liverpool. Friday there 
was further decline in the morning hours, 
although Liverpool was comparatively 
steady. The lower prices brought in orders 
to buy and caused some demand to cover 
contracts, upon which there wasa partial 
recovery, but the close was dull under the 
full crop movement, at the interior towns 
as well as the ports. Cotton on the spot 
was very dull. The somewhat better in- 
quiry for export as well as home consump- 
tion, noted last week, has been wholly want- 
ing this week. Quotations for white cotton 
were reduced 1-16c. on Thursday, except 
for the higest grades, which were un- 
changed, and the low grades of stained, 
which were 1-16c, dearer, 

Telegrams to the Chronicle indicate that 
under the influence of generally satisfactory 
weather conditions planting is making good 
progress, particularly in the southwest. 
Some of our correspondents in Texas report 
that cotton is coming up.

trate the principle here stated we need go no 
further than the case of the Pittsburg and Con- 
nellsville railroad company ys. Pillow. In the 
case cited a drunken row occurred on board 
one of the defendant’s cars, and during 
the quarrel a bottle was broken and a 
piece of the glass struck the plaintiff, a peace- 
ful passenger, inthe eye and put itout; held, 
that the company was responsible for the in- 
jury thus done. ‘The plaintiff lost his eye 
through the quarrel of a couple of drunken 
men who should not have been permitted 
aboard the cars; or, if so permitted, should 
have been so guarded or. separated from the 
sober and orderly part of the passengers that 
no injury could have resulted from their 
brawis.’ ‘If, then, a railroad company is lia- 
ble for the conduct of drunken men who may 
chance to board its cars, much more is the 
tavernkeeper, who not only permits drunken 
men about his premises, but furnishes liquor 
to make them drunk, and who is thus instru- 
mental in fitting them for the accomplish- 
ment of such an insane aud brutal trick as 
that disclosed by the evidence of the case In 
hand.”” James P. Root, a Chicago lawyer, 
thinks this decision good law in all the states.

TOUSE THE SURFLUSIN BUYING BONDS 


Biessrs: Weaver and Hatch Exchange Ho

Wasrincton, April 16.—[{Special.]—Repre- 
geritative Phelan, of Tennessee, today intro- 
duced a resolution to the following effect: 

Whereas, The archives ofthe confeaer ‘ate govern- 
ment are now in the possession of the U — > States 
government, and are of great historic yaine, and 
are worthy of being preserved in a permanent forin, 
and are necessary toa comprehensive un (erstand- 
ing of the workings of the socalled confederate goy- 
ernment; therefore 

Resolved, That the secretary of war, the secretary 
of the treasury, the secretary of the interior, the 
gpecretary ofthe navy and the attorney-general of 
the United States, be requested to furnish to con- 
gress a list of documents, written and printed, bear- 

the civil history of the confecerates now 
in the department of each; also, an account of the 
t condition thereof. 
The discussion over the Wilkins resolution, 


authorizing the seeretary of the treasury to | 


purchase bonds with the surplus, created some 
very heated discussion in the house this after- 
noon before it was passed, as to-day was set 
apart for committees to move a suspension of 
the rules for the passage of bills. Mr. Weaver 
objected to the sclbtation and characterized it 
asa trick !~yed upon the house. He was very 
bitter ir his denunciation of the .‘‘trick,’’ and 


_ brought Mr. Hatch to his feet, who stated that 


he didn’t understand how the gentleman from 
Towa could term it a ‘‘trick’’ when he had 
been consulted on the resolution. 

Mr. Weaver flushed with indignation at this 
retort, and replied in stenforian tones that he 
had not been approached on the subject, and 
rushed down to Mr. Hatch’s seat as if to strike 
him. The members quickly crowded around, 
expecting the antagonists to come to blows 
every instant. but the speaker, with consider- 
able effort, succeeded in getting order, and the 
mé&tter quieted down. It is said that the Wil- 
kins resolution was putin and passed today 
by those favoring the Mills surplus bill, in 
order to prevent consideration of the Beck 
amendment added in the senate. The im- 
pression now prevails that the ways and 
means committee will smother the bill as re- 
turned from the senate with the Beck amend- 
ment. 

When Mr. Blanchard asked consideration 
of the river and harbor bill under suspension 
ofthe rules today, Mr. Sowden, of Pennsy]- 
vania attempted to filibuster, but made a sig- 
nal failure. However, after fifteen minutes 
debate on either side, when a vote was taken, 
Mr. Blanchard’s motion failed to receive a 
two-thirds majority, and consideration was 
thereby defeated Some say it means a defeat 
of the bill, as Mr. Blanchard will hardly get 
another opportunity to call it up this session 
on‘account of the expected mighty tariff dis- 
cussion. Tiowever, as sO many members of 
districts are directly interested, they will un- 
doubtedly tind another opportunity to put the 
bill upon its passage. 

As to the Georgia delegation, all voted for a 
suspension of the rules except Messrs. Candler, 
Stewart and Blount. The two former gives 
as their reasons for opposing, that they do not 
believe in passing @ bill. involving 
nearly twenty million dollars on thirty ‘min- 
utes discussion, with no opportanity for 
amendments. Mr. Blount, before the vote 
was taken, it is said, made a canvass in favor 
of a consideration, but changed his views and 
voted against it on the second roll. Some have 
been unkind enough to make charges that he 
¢did this to yet on the popular side. The bill 
is considered by many as purely and simply a 
log-rolling scheme gotten up for the benefit of 
the districts of members of the committee. It is 
certain that a very large majority of the ap- 
propriations are given to the districts 
states represented on the committee. For 
stance, out of thirty-eight states and eight ter- 
ritories, the five states of Louisiana, Texas, 
Oregon, Michigan and New York get more 
than one-half of the total amount provided for 
in the bill.
